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 WHEREAS, since leaving Eastside Elementary, he has been teaching at Auburntown 

Elementary School for the last two years; and 

 WHEREAS, in his role as educator, coach, and principal, Mr. Gannon has helped 

countless students develop their talents and academic abilities by initiating numerous activities 

designed to enhance their educational opportunities; and 

WHEREAS, the good people of the Cannon County School System have recognized 

and appreciated Mr. Gannon’s excellence as an educator and role model for young people
